Boyd Hartzog sworn in as new police chief

The New Brockton Town 
Council confirmed the appoint- 
ment of the town’s new. chief of 
police Monday evening, Sept. 
22, at the regular monthly 
meeting. 

New Brockton mayor Charles 
Cole put an end to the search for 
a new police chief Monday, 
Sept. 8, when he appointed 
Boyd Hartzog as the new police 
chief, and, Monday evening he 
asked the town council to con- 
firm its support by approving a 
motion agreeing to accept his 
recommendation. 

With that request, the council 
voted unanimously to accept the 
mayor's recommendation to 
appoint Hartzog as chief of 
police for the Town of New 
Brockton. 

Immediately following the 
council’s vote, a swearing in 
ceremony was held with 12th 
Judicial Circuit Judge Steve 
Blair presenting the oath of 
office to Hartzog. 

Chief Hartzog is a law enforce- 
ment veteran with more than 30 
years of experience with the 
Alabama State Troopers office. 
He also served nearly 30 years 
with the Alabama National 
Guard. 

Cole said he is proud of the 
town’s decision to appoint 
Hartzog ds chief of police, and

ePrison supervisors could (should) also regularly spend some 
time walking around doing the work of the “bulls”. It would keep 
them more in touch with what is actually happening in the cell 
blocks and thus they would be better supervisors. 


*The governor could set an example by cutting his support staff

*The legislature could make some cuts in their operating budget

Elba Tigers set to invade Luverne 


One of Alabama's oldest and 
most exciting high school foot- 
ball rivalries will be renewed 
Friday night at Luyerne’s Glen 
Daniel Stadium when _ the 
Luverne Tigers host the Elba 
Tigers. 

Luverne will carry a 3-1! 
record and three-game winning 
streak into the annual clash, 
while Elba will enter the game 
with an 0-4 record. 

“We are banged up and may 
look more like the walking 
wounded than a football team 
when we take the field Friday 
night over in Luverne,” stated 
Elba's Coach Mike Waters, “but 
this is Elba against Luverne and 
it means something special to all 
the players here in Elba, and I 
look for us to play hard and 
fight for all four quarters to try 
and get in the win column,” 

“Luverne lost its season open- 
er to Opp,” added Coach 
Waters, “but hasn't lost since, 
and will be looking forward to 
playing us Friday night. They 
have a big offensive line that is 
the key to their attack, and some 
backs that really run hard. You 
know when you line up against 
Luverne that you will have a 
real battle on your hands, and 
” this year’s team has not missed a 
beat. Coach Mike Dubose has 
the players believing they can 
win, and in the last three weeks 
they have really played well on 
both sides of the football. 
Luverne has averaged four

Add noise 
color to your bait 
for more strikes 


The first plastic worm I ever saw was in a service station in 
Luverne, Alabama during the mid fifties. I had tagged along with 
my father to buy gas and have a “soda water” (that’s a soft drink) 
one night after supper. The owner was rigging hundreds of plastic 
Worms with a three-hook harness for a local wholesale tackle com- 


pany. 


1 was around eight years old and had just started using a bait cast- 
ing rod and artificial baits, but even then I wondered how anything 
that stiff and lifeless could entice a bass to strike it. 
more action than a cigar being pulled through the water, but there 


was something about them that the bass loved. 


As the years past and other manufacturers sprang up, the plastic 
worm got softer more life like, The beads and propeller of the earli- 
er ones was abandoned and a single weedless hook rigged either 
Texas or Carolina style became the norm. Later all kind of creatures 
including, lizards, caterpillars, grubs, and others were molded from 


the same pliable plastic, 


Today's fishermen still catch fish on them for the same reasons 
their grandfathers did. They look about as real as any artificial bait 
made when retrieved at a slow, slithering speed. They can be made 
to hop, dive, rise, twitch or crawl along the bottom by simply using 
the rod tip to give action to the bait. Just remember that soft plastics 
are usually more productive when fished slowly. A few light twitch- 
és with the rod tip can supply all the action a plastic worm needs to 
look alive, Practice retrieving soft plastic baits in a swimming pool 
where you can see how they respond to various retrieves. 

Selecting the proper rod is always important but even more so if 
you are using soft plastics for large fish. A medium heavy action rod 
in a 6 to 7 foot length has enough muscle and leverage to set the 
hook in # large fish and to pull one out of thick cover, 

Plastics are still cheap when compared to other baits. It won't 
break the bank (o stock up with a lot of different colors, Dark col- 
ors usually work better in muddy or stained water; light colors are 
better in clear water. But try both no matter the water condition, 

rules of thumb, 

Adding noise can often be the difference needed to entice strikes. 
Raitle inserts are available that gives soft plastics the added attrac- 
tion of noise. The addition of rattle inserts seems to work best when ” 
the water is stained. But again, try them with and without the noise, 


Sometimes the bass just don't follow, these
